_groes. to do the labor at about five 
cents a day. These hired laborers 
are very lazy in the natural habit, 
but will work for six months and 
then go off to the bush for another 
six months, where they trade off 
six cows or two goats for a wife.

As there 
was a Lacombe Sehool already in 
existe wear Onalgary, it was call- 

“the “Nelson ‘School District, No. 
248 of the Northwest Territories.’’ 
Hence it is that our brick building 
now in-use bears on the front of it 


| the ‘name ‘Nelson School.’’ 


It secms that the first clergyman 
to hold services in Lacombe, was one 
Rev. John Nelson, a Missionary to 
the Hobbema Indians and the people 
honored him by calling this the ‘‘Nel- 
son School District.’’ This name re- 
mained till January 1918. Since then 
it is called the ‘‘Lacombe School 
District, No. 248 of the Province of 
Alberta.’’ Our first school was held 
in the old log building on the East 
side of the C. and E. Railway. It was 
situated on a school section and no 
title could issue for the land until 
such time as the whole section was 
sold at Auction, when a parcel con- 
taining the school would be put up 
separately and the trustees could bid 
it in, in competition with the world. 

When this land was sold the Town 
of Lacombe bid in about 15 acres, 
south of the Eastern railway for a 
Sewage disposal and the old build- 
ing is on that land and is therefore 
now the property of the Town. 

The first trustees were: Jake Dol- 
mage, Henry Talbot, Frank Vick- 
erson. ’ i 

The contract for this school build- 
ing was let to the late John Taylor, 
who died recently at Lochinvar. Dur- 
ing the winter he got the logs out 
of the Spruce Swamp 1 1-2. miles 
East of Lacombe and in the Spring 
of 1893.the settlers made a ‘‘bee’’ 
and helped him put them up. 

School was opened that Spring or 
summer with a Mr. Briggs as teach- 
er. On March 5th, 1894, Miss Elsie 
Green took charge and taught for a 
year. She afterward married Mr. 
Edward Barnett, the first settler in 
the Lacombe district. The late Peter 
Talbot, afiterward the Hon. Senator 
Talbot and Mr. Wm. Laidman were 
other teachers in the old building. 
Att the time Mr. Laidman owned the 
large farm now occupied by Mr. Hi- 
ram Flewelling, Southeast of La- 
combe and in the Central S.D. 

The late Senator Talbot’s farm 
was formerly in Nelson S.D., but is 
now in Mountain Grove S.D, 

In the summer of 1897 an unoffi- 
cial public meeting was held in the 
old School to consider the need of 
more accommodation. Many schemes 
were proposed, but the majority fa- 
vored building a new two-room build- 
irg within the Town Limits. 

Ta 1898 at the annual meeting sonie 
pors¢ens not wishing to build got busy 
and elected Mr. J. J. Gregory as the 
new trustee. He and one of the oth- 
er trustees were opposed to building 
a new school so the plan was delay- 


and J. J. Gregory, anti-builders. But 
the case was not yet won. There was 
a small area of land lying between 
the Nelson and Turville School Dis- 
tricts which was not yet in any dis- 
trict. The men living on our East- 
ern border knew that sometime soon 
there would need to be a new dis- 
trict formed and they would be in it 
and so have to build another new 
School East of Lacombe. They there- 
for petitioned the Department of 
Education to erect a new school dis- 
trict and that it take in all farm 
land up to the Eastern. boundary of 
the Lacombe townsite. Of course the 
town section could not stand for that. 
Afiter much investigation and nego- 
tiating, the Central School District 
was organized, leaving the Nelson 
S.D., with three rows of quarter sec- 
tion East of the townsite as at pres- 
ent. The farm of Mr. Henry Talbot 
went to the Milton S.D., as it was 
only 2 miles from that school and 4 
miles from Lacombe. So the sum- 
mer of 1899 was spent in settling 
boundaries. In January 1900 at the 
annual meeting Mr. W. F. Puffer 
was re-elected trustee and a contract 
was given to James Davidson to build , 
a four roomed school building on al 
block-of land nor’h of Barnett Ave., 
and between Day St. and Stanley St. 
In the meantime, or about 1898 a sec- 
on school was established in a build- 
ing rented from Mr. VanAlstine on 
Nanton St. Miss Morphy, from Olds, 
was engaged to teach it. She is now 
Mrs. Reid and is still teaching in 
Calgary. She resigned from our staff 
on account of complications in her 
health following an attack of Diph- 
theria. The new four room school 
was built in 1900 and was occupied 
in 1901, The late Hon. Peter Talbot 
and Miss Bertha C. Boyd, were the 
teachers when the schools were mov- 
ed. Miss Boyd is now Mrs. W. N. 
Morrison. A local girl, Miss Gert- 
rude Reynolds was engaged to teach 
the third room on April Ist, 1901. 
Miss Boyd and Miss Reynolds can- 
vassed the town for money to buy 
the School bell. 

In what follows, the dates in the 
margin indicate the dates on which 
reference was recorded in the min- 
ute books of the Trustee Board.For- 
mer books seem to have been lost, 
probably in one of our destructive 
fires. °

'License Refunds 


| Being Mailed Out 


Auto license refund cheques are be- 
| ing mailed out to license holdets at 
the rate of 1000 a day, according to 
James C. Thompson, provincial aud- 
itor. The whole work would be com- 
pleted within two weeks. 

By the budget adopted at the re- 
cent session of the legislature ‘here 
was a general reduction of $5 on all 
ms‘or license fees. 

As about 40,000 licenses had been 
issued it was necessary to make out 
a similar number of cheques, which 
at $5 each, would relieve the provin- 
cial treasury of $200,000. 

In order to facilitate the work and 
reduce labor, the Government had 
printed 25,000 special cheques made 
cut for $5 so that all that was re- 
quired was to sign and stamp them. | 

There is no need for prospective 
rec:pierts of the $5 cheque to write 
the government, officials said. Work 
is going on and in due course all re- 
funds will be mailed. 

The number of cheques issued in 
this refund, stated Mr. Thompson, is 
greater than the average number is- | 
sued in the course of a_ provincial 
general election. That gives’ no 
idea of the amount of labor involved.

| Alfonso XIII, the exiled King of | 
| Spain, has arrived in England where 


| presumably he intends to make his 
residence for some time. However, 


since he left Spain rather hurriedly 

on April 14, slightly more than a

It is noted the railway men have 
deelded to boycott any stores using 
truck services and the closing of your 
artiele is that the competition is un- 
fair, 

We are reminded of the bdlack- 
smiths, when cars first came in, who 
when they saw motor vehicles sup- 
planting the horses, they had been 
shoeing, threw nails in the street to 
puncture the tires. It did not stop 
the cars, and no action of the rail- 
way men will stop the trucks. They 
are here to stay, irrespective of who 
operates them. 

The garage man, the oil companies 
and every merchant in your town, 


who wants his goods fresh and with | 


as little handling as possib'e, and 
does mot want to carry a heavy stock 
of them and who wants to save some- 
thing in the cost of doing business 
will continue to use the trucks. 

The railways still handle away 
the largest percentage of goods com- 
ing into town and we feel that it is 
a big wide world and everyone has 
the privilege to step out and try to 
make an honest living in whatever 
Kine of work he chooses.

The apparent consumption in Can- 
ada of manufactured commodities, 
according to figures which have just 
been issued, amounted to $4,308,- 
378,487, an increase of slightly more 
than six per cent. over the preceding 
year. Of the the total, Canadian 
manufacturers supplied 76.6 per cent 
in 1929, and 76.0 per cent. in 1928. 

Gross ‘value of manufacturing pro- 
duction in 1929 amounted to more 
than four billion dollars, while the 
capital invested aggregated over five | 
billion dollars, an increase over the | 
preceding year of 7.8 per cent. and 
6.3 per cent respectively. 

Approximately 58 per cent. of Ca- 
nada’s overseas shipments of wheat 
during the past eight months of the 
present crop year passed through 
home ports as compared with 52.5 
per cent. in the corresponding period 
of the 1929-19380 crop year. While 
overseas shipments of Canadian 
wheat have increased by 62 per cent. 
shipments through Canadian ports 
have increased by nearly 80 per cent. 
while those through United States 
Ports have increased by only 44 per 
cent. | 

In Canada’s foreign trade, during | 
the past fiscal year, United States 
purchases from the Dominion show- 
ed increases over the preceding year 
in sugar, silver, coal, electrical en- 
ergy and automobiles und parts. The 
latter were mainly re-exports or or- ure 
iginal imports from that country.
